Patrolman Whitford Connor Wil- 
banks, 57, of 171-4 Capitol avenue, 
is being held at police station without 
bond on a blanket charge of suspicion 
following the fatal shooting of hit 
wife about 5 O elock Sunday morning, 
According. to Patrolman Wilbanks’ 
statement to Captain Grover C. Fain 
and Sergeant C. F. Allen, who made 
the arrest, his wife shot at him twiee 
and then turned the gun on herself, 
inflicting two n wounds in the 
abdomen. 

Mrs. Wilbanks, who was 39, died 
at Grady hospital at noon Sunday. 
She was given first aid by Dr. W. B. 
Gottreu, who lives in the apartment 
house where she was shot, and then 
rushed to Grady hospital. 

In a statement given by her to Cap- 
tain Fain and Sergeant Allen at the 
hospital she declared that she had 
been shot by her husband. She also 
told Dr. Gottrev and Patrolman A. 
H. Bradberry and his wife, who live 
on thé same floor with the Wilbanks 
family, that she had been shot by her 
hasband. 

NO ONE IN HOUSE

Yale University 
W ill Discontinue 
SeptemberExams 


New Haven, Conn., December 27.— 
— September examinations for final 


candidates for admission to Yale uni- 
versity will be discontinued begin- 
ning in 1927, Professor R. N. Corwin, 
chairman of the board of admissions, 
announced. 


The fitness of applicants for Yale |p 


will be determined by their school 
records, by confidential reports of 
their head masters, and by the en- 
trance examinations taken - immedi- 
ately at the close of the school work, 
Professor Corwin said. 


“Under the present practice,” Pro- 
fessor Corwin said, “most of those 


applicants who are burdened with ad- 
mission conditions at the completion 
of the June examinations, plunge 
headlong into tutoring schools in the 
hope of gaining a sufficient number of 
credits to give them admission in Sep- 
tember. At the end of these examina- 
tions, however, but a small number of 
these eleventh-hour applicants can be 
admitted. 


“It seems as unfair to require Sep- 
tember examination of any applicant 


whose deficiencies are such as to leave 
practically no hope of admission, as 


‘it is unnecessary to request them of 


any candidate whose deficiencies in 
June are insignificant. The few hee 


tie gestures which may be made dur- 


ing the late summer months, usually 
under the direction of a coaching 
staff, have little value and are of 
measurable benefit only to the tutor- 
ing schools.

She will also tell them that she is 
a feminist. but not a militant; that 
she has never been in the United 
States before, although she has spo- 
ken.

She may not tell them the facts 
that make her one of the mogt inter- 
esting ambassadoresses Washington 
has ever received; that she has long 
maintained one of the wellknown lit- 
erary and political salons of Paris, 
and that her parents and grandpar- 
ents before her were famous for gath- 
ering around them men of letters, 
jouralists .and liticians. From 
earliest childhood Mme. Berenger has 
lived in the atmosphere of the salon. 
When she marri Henry Eerenger 
in 1905. she created a salon of her 
own, where, surrounded by her many 
books, her pictures and art objects, 
she received twice a week. Her books 
and many of her prized works of art 
will go to Washington with her. 

Asked if she has any children, Mme. 
Berenger replied with a nod of her 
vivacious head toward the book-lined 
walls of the room. “No, but I have 
many books.” Books and walking 
are her diversions, although she plays 
golf and tennis when necessity de- 
mands. She contemplates with pleas- 
ure many walks, with a bool: as ebm- 
panion, through the parks of Wash- 
ington. ; ; 

Although she disclaims any right to 
be called a writer Mme.

journalist-diplomatist husband in all 
of his activities. When he works 
works with hint, although it is always 
behind the scenes. She denies being 
a politician, but is known to have a 
wide and comprehensive knowledge of 
French and international politics.
